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EYE PHOTOGRAPHY. 
| HE process of sight is a photo- 
Chemical one. The ray of light 
after penetrating the cornea is 
bent by the lens so that it falls 
on the retina. So far it is a light wave 
or series of waves.

This 
causes a nerve irritation. This irrita- 
tion is transmitted to brain and 
there registered in terms of vision.

Endocarditis is inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the heart. It is especially ap- 
plied to inflammation of the valves. Bacteria 
in the blood stream cause endocarditis. The 
bacteria of rheumatism are the most frequent 
cause, Among others it is caused by the 
bacteria of searlet fever and other forms 
of contagion. The outlook of cases of endo- 
carditie varies.

LOYD GEORGE'S government has 
refused to permit Sir Francis 
Fletcher-Vane to leave England 
| by declining to grant him a pass- 
port for the United States, and Sir Fran- 
cis is endeavoring to make an inter- 
national affair of the matter by pro- 


clalming that if he wished to cross the 


Atlantic it was because he had been 
offered a commission in the American 
army and had been invited by the 
United States government to join the 
colors as quickly as possible. In one 
word, Sir Francis is endeavoring 
make it appear that the British govern- 
ment has been guilty of an affront to 
the president and his administration at 
Washington. 

This will doubtless be news to the 
White House and to the departmepts of 
state and of war on the banks of the 
‘Potomac, which probably never heard 
of Sir: Francis Fletcher-Vane. So it 
‘may be just as well to explain what 
actually occurred. 

It seems that when the American 
newspapers were publishing columns 
about the army. of volunteers which 
Theodore Roosevelt offered to raise for 
service against Germany in France, Sir 
Francis Vane cabled over to the ex- 
president at Oyster Bay, expressing his 
desire to come to the United States and 
to assist the colonel in his enterprise.

In the immediately preceding articles 

it was shown that the year 1916 closed 

with the situation virtually the same 
on all fronts as it had been at the be-. 

ginning of the year, except in the 1 5 

kens. ‘ 
The French front had. been the scene 

of two tremendous actions; one at Ver- 
dun, where the Germans, in spite of 
months of effort and considerable suc- 
eess at first, failed to break through 
French line; the other on the 
Somme,. where the British failed to 


break through, but did materially ald; 
in the defense of Verdun by preventing : 


the enemy from reénforcing his army in 
front of that fortress. In fact, the num- 
ber of troops opposite the British was 
greater in November, when the battle 
petered out, than it was the first — of 
July, when it commenced. 


Teutons Still Strong. 

On the other hand, the last two months 

of the British effort was not sufficient to 

prevent the enemy accumulating a force 

of troops and guns with which to over- 
run the greater part of Roumania. _ 

Oct. 24 and again Nov. 2 the French 


in the Verdun region, which gave them 
back most of the ground lost during 
the main battle. In general, as far as 
really decisive results were concerned, 
the situation remained the same on the 
western front, in that while the enemy 
had not been able to break. our allies’ 
line, neither had they been able to break 
his. Both sides had lost quite heavily: 
in dead, wounded, prisoners, and guns. 

The only action of any consequence 
throughout the year on the Russian 
front was Brussiloff’s offensive in the 
late summer. While this campaign led 
to some gain in territory and did stop 
the Austro-Hungarians' offensive against 
Italy, it did not materially change the 
situation on this front, because the 
enemy armies at the end of the year 


were as far from being broken as they 


were at the beginning. Also the Brus- 
siloff offensive came to an end too soon 
or the Roumanians entered .too late, 
whichever way it is chosen to put it, to 
have any material effect on each other. 

Italians Rgcover Ground. 

While the Austro-Hungarian spring 

offensive against Italy at first made con- 
siderable progress, it ultimately failed 
and the Italians were able to recover 
most of the territory lost. Also in August 
they had a considerable local success on 
the Isonzo which gave them Goritz. 
However, in general the situation re- 
mained the same in that the two armies 
remained facing each other, each of 
them unbroken. On the Saloniki front 
nothing had happened throughout the 
whole year other than the recapture of 
Monastir, the re-possession of which 
while bettering the left flank of our 
allies in no way altered the ¢general 
situation. 

In other words, the threat of a cam- 
paign on the part of the allies to re- 
cover Serbia from this direction did not 
materialize. Neither were they able to 
be active enough to compel the Bul- 
garians and Turks to so reinforce their 
army in this locality as to be unable 
to play. a prominent part in the invaston 
of Roumania.
